NOTICE OF UPCOMING CONSTRUCTION ON MYRTLE AVE 

During the week of October 8th the City’s contractor, D’Allessandro Corp., will begin sewer, water and 

drainage improvements on Myrtle Ave. During this phase of the construction, Myrtle Ave will be closed to 

through traffic, but open to abutters.    

 

Project Schedule 

 Construction is expected to last 2 months. 

 Work hours are 7 AM to 4 PM, Monday through Friday.   

 Crews will return in the spring to complete the sidewalk and roadway restoration. 

 

 
What to Expect during Construction 

Myrtle Ave will be closed to through traffic, but open to abutters and emergency vehicles.  “No 

Parking” signs will be posted; please be sure to check dates/times.  Traffic signs and police details will 

be in place to assist neighbors. Pedestrian access and access into properties will be maintained at all 

times, but may be restricted in certain ways.
